Slayer Is Cut in Face as He 
‘Upbraids Chef in Tran- 
sit House. 





James Sheehan, proprietor of the 
Transit Hotel, First street and St. Clair 
avenue, East St. Louis, shot and almost 
instantly killed H. de John, ais head 
cook, at noon Friday. The shooting fol- 
lowed a fight, in which Sheehan’s face 
was laid open by De John, who used 
a meat cleaver as a weapoh. 

Trouble started in the kitchen at 11:45 
a. m., Friday, when Mrs. Sheehan told 
De John to hurry the cooking. She told 
her husband the cook made a slighting 
remark about her. Sheehan entered the 
kitchen and the two men quarreled. 

De John seized the cleaver and struck 
Sheehan across the face with it, mak- 
ing a dangerous wound. Sheehan ran 
out into the street, with the cook at his 
heels. Sheehan threw a brick at De 
John, and then ran into a saloon and 
got a revolver. 

He stepped outside again and fired 
three shots at De John. Every bullet 
took effect in De John’s breast and he 
fell to the street. 

As Sheehan fired the last shot three 
East St. Louis detectives arrived and 
disarmed him. De John was placed in 
an ambulance, which started to take) 
him to St. Mary’s Hospital. He died 
on the way and the body was sent to 
the Morgue.

But when De Witt was out of 
work and could not pay his board she 
gavé him money and washed and ironed 
his clothes. I told her that we could not 
afford to support a boarder who could 
not pay. I begged to her to send De 
Witt away. 

“She told me that she had a motherly 
interest in the young man and did not 
have the heart to turn him out. ~ Then 
I said that I would have to go and I 
did. 


“I remained away eight weeks. My 
wife wrote asking me to come-back, and 
I returned home a week ago. De Witt 
left the house three days before that. 

“While I was away I heard that my 
wife and De Witt had quarreled be- 
cause he took a revolver which  be- 
longed to me. I don't know whether 
this quarrel had anything to do with 
what happened Weanesday. 

“I few evenings after I returned home 
De Witt came to the house. He was 
quarreisome and he asked me what I 
had against him.

Bridge and that if started the bridge 
could never be completed with the funds 
available, has recalled to St. Louis rail- 
road men the case of the Winner Bridge 
at Kansas City. 

A company, of which William E. Win- 
ner was the head, started the work of 
throwing a bridge across the river there 
in 1887. The work was finished in 1890, 
the cost of the piers being $434,400. This 
did not include roadways or approaches. 

The property was transferred to the 
Kansas City & Atlantic Railroad Co. 
by the foreclosure of a mortgage. It 
was again transferred April 18, 1901, to 
the Union Bridge & Terminal Co. to 
satisfy a mortgage held in trust by 
the Massachusetts Loan and Trust Co., 
and later was bought by Theodore C. 
Bates of Worcester, Mass., head of the 
company. The price paid was $100,000. ' 
In 193 the bridge was bought by the 
Armour-Swift interests from Mr. Bates. 

The piers still stand, but the bridge 
has never been put on them.

His first visitor suggested that if 
Mr. Rubey were not too tired he would 
like to talk with him a few minutes. 

Never Tired in His, Life, 

“Tired,” he exclaimed. “I was never 
tired in my life. Come on up.”’ 

Rubey, who owes his chairmanship to 
the fact that former Chairman Evans 
once was a candidate for the Demo- 
cratic nomination for Governor. Some of 
Evans’ frienas suggested to him that it 
was unseemly for a candidate for the 
Governorship to remain at the head of 
the State Committee. Evans gave over 
the chairmanship temporarily to Rubey. 
Later Evans resigned and Rubey was 
elected by the committee to serve out 
the unexpired term. 

The committee meets again in Sep- 
tember, but it is generally understood 
among Democrats that Rubey will have 
no opposition for the chairmanship. He 
was re-elected a member of the com- 
mittee from the First District at the 
primaries. 

‘There isn’t much to say about my- 
self,” he answered his interrogator in 
his rather serious manner. “They tell 
me I was born July 25, 1865. That event 
toox place in Macon, and I have been 
living there ever since. My father, 
Webb M. Rubey, has been in politics a 
good deal. He has been in both the 
Senate and the House. 

‘“T was in the banking business in Ma- 
con for 22 years, but sold my banking 
interests last January, and have since 
been devoting my attention to the Rubey 
Bond and Mortgage Co., of which I am 
president, I was Mayor of Macon once.

“No, no, I can’t say I expect to con- 
duct the campaign better than it was 
ever before conducted,” he declared 
modestly. ‘Of course, I shall not con- 
duct it just like other campaigns have 
been conducted. I have my own ideas 
about things, and I expect the cam- 
paign to be a hard one, I am going to 
fight just.as vigorously as I can for the 
success of the entire ticket, and I like 
to have something interesting doing all 
the time.

In Sufficient, 

In his report Prof. Van Ornum makes 
frequent references to the report of the 
engineers who investigated the question 
of the bridge’s cost, in connection with 
the determination of the site. This re- 
port included the expert opinion of 
Ralph Modjeski, builder of the Thebes 
Bridge, that the Free Bridge could be 
built at Chouteau avenue for a cost, in- 
cluding all approaches, of $3,016,836.90. 


In his report, after outlining the leg- 
istation and decisions of the City Coun- 
selor which placed the work in O'Rell- 
ly’s hands, Prof. Van Ornum says: 

“The approval of plans by Federal au- 
thority is essentially an initial neces- 
sity, and usually requires about six 
weeks after the plang are presented. 

Prof. Van Ornum then outlines the 
work necessary to present the plans to 
the Secretary of War, and says the 
essential point of the center line, or 
axial position has not been determined. 
‘*Two months or more might have been 
saved,” he says, “by using existing 
surveys of the Street Department and 
the Terminal Commission, instead of 
making slow and costly new surveys." 

Survey Slow and Extravagant. 

The East Side survey, Prof. Van Or- 
num says, was made by a “very slow, 
expensive and extravagant method.” He 
adds that “probably the time of one 
party for a month was wasted in this 
procedure,” 

He then speaks of the careful work 
done, under O’Reilly’s direction, in plan- 
ning approaches for railroads, and says 
‘The purpose of this work is not clear.” 
He says the roads should pay for their 
connections with the bridge. 

Nor can Prof. Van Ornum understand 
“the detailed and careful street and 
property survey made southward along 
Second street as far as lLesperance 
street, reaching nearly nalf the dis- 
tance toward the Utah street interests 
of the Manufacturers’ Railway Co. 
(Busch Line). 

“This would seem,” says Prof. Van 
Ornum, “‘to be entirely unnecessary at

Heved the bankruptcy proceedings were 
instituted with the object in view of 
freeing Thaw. 

“There is no doubt,” said Mr. Philbin, 
“that once Thaw steps foot outside of 
New York State he will be a free man, 
or if not actually free, can be made so 
by a writ of habeas corpus. Harry 
Thaw was not convicted of any crime. 
He was acquitted on the grounds of in- 
sanity. Judge Dowling believing it to 
be for the good of the State committed 
Thaw .o Matteawan. This commitment 
is legal Gnly in New York. 

Free in Amy Other State. 

“If the Federal authorities demand 
Thaw’s presence at the bankruptcy pro- 
ceedings in Pittsburg, those who have 
Thaw in custody have no other course 
than to produce him. The service of a 
subpena on either Thaw or the New 
York authorities would require his keep- 
ers to turn him over to a United States 
Marshal, who would take him to Pitts- 
burg. Once across the river and in New 
Jersey, he would be legally free, and as 
long as he kept out of the State of 
New York he would have no fear of 
imprisonment. 

“Had Thaw been found guilty of kill- 
ing Stanford White he would be a crim- 
inal and be amenable to the law as 
such, whether in New York State or 
Pennsylvania. In. the event of his being 
taken outside the State under those con- 
ditions, he could be extradited like any 
other criminal. 

“It would appear that the bankruptcy 
proceedings in Pittsburg were brought 
about chiefly for the purpose of get- 
ting him out of the State, where he 
would be entitled to his freedom.”’ 

John F. McIntyre of 2 Broad street 
said that once outside of the State, 
Harry Thaw would be as free as any 
citizen. 

. Insane olity in New York. 

“Because Thaw was committed to an 
insane asylum by Judge Dowling does 
not necessarily prove that he is insane,”’ 
said Mr. McIntyre. ‘‘In any other State 
he would be legally sane until proved 
otherwise, and until his sanity was 
passed on by a competent commission 
he would have every right under the 
law of a sane and innocent man. 

“From my observation of criminal 
law, as Assistant District Attorney for 
a long period, I could never understand 
the power d€ the court to commit Thaw 
to an insane institution at the time of 
his acquittal.

AMERICAN GIRL VICTIM 





Secretary of Aeronaut Love- 
lace Burned to a Crisp 
When Gasbag Bursts. 


LONDON, Aug. 14.—In the terrible ex- 
plosion of the huge balloon of Capt. 
Lovelace, an American aeronaut, at the 
Franco-British Exposition grounds to- 
day, the earth was rocked as by uan 
earthquake and two persons were killed 
outright, including Miss Blanche Hil, 
the Captain's secretary, 18 years old. 
Her body was burned to a crisp. 

Three were fatally hurt, a score were 
seriously burned in the mass of flames 
that shot from the torn gas bag and 
50 were injured in the panic tha¢ fol- 
lowed the explosion.

The escaping crowd met an onrush of 
spectators who were attracted by the 
explosion and a wild mixup followed. 

Capt. Lovelace, blackened and stunned, 
tried heroically to calm the crowd and 
directed the work of rescuing those who 
had been rendered unconscious by the 
explosion. The bodies of the two men 
were taken from the ruins. The captain 
finally collapsed under the strain and is 
now in a serious condition. 


Balloon Shed Burns. 

Immediately following the explosion 
the balloon shed caught fire and was de- 
stroyed. It is feared that when the 
ruins of the shed are searched other 
bodies will be found. 

The disaster is the worst that has yet 
attended the exhibition and an investi- 
gation will be-made in an effort to fix 
the responsibility.

BODY OF ST. JOE 
FOUNDER IS LOST: 
GHOULS FEARED 


Relatives Fail to Find Corpse 
of Joseph Robidoux, Buried 
With Jewels. 





ST. JOSEPH, Mo., Aug. 14.—It is be- 


lieved that the body of Joseph Robi- 
doux, who founded St. Joseph nearly 
seventy-five years ago and who 
buried here forty years ago, has beén 


stolen by ghouls. A _ search of . the 
Robidoux family burying plot in Cal- 
vary Cemetery has failed to reveal the 
metallic coffin in which the pioneer was 
buried. When he was buried several 
valuable jewels were interred with the 
body, and this may have given an in- 
centive to ghouls. 

_ Excavators have opened every un- 
marked grave and now they will ex- 
cavate those at which there are head- 
stones, in the hope that a mistake was 
made, whereby the casket will be found. 

Several weeks ago Louis Robidoux, a 
Kansas City politician, who is a grand- 
s0n of Joseph Robidoux, ordered the 
coffins of his grandparents removed 
from Calvary to Mount Oltvet, a new 
Catholic Cemetery. The graves of Robi- 
doux and his wife had not been marked 
by tombstones. The family was prolific 
and many of the children and grand- 
children of the old Frenchman were in- 
terred in the big Robidoux lot. The 
records of the oldest undertaker here 
showed that Robidoux was buried in a 
metal coffin. 

Descendants thought they knew where 
the body lay, and they were surprised 
when the grave designated was opened 
and only loose.bones were revealed.

He picked up Dr. Neville 
and hurried him to Chief Swingley’s 
residence. When the physician returned 
to the scene of the accident he found 
that a mob of farmers, who had been 
attracted by he noise of the collision, 
had wrecked the borrowed automobile. 

Returns to His Patient. 

Dr. Neville returned to Chesterfiela 
and remained at Mrs. Swingley’s bedside 
throughout the night.

Secretary of Aeronaut Love- 
lace Burned to a Crisp 
When Gasbag Bursts.

LONDON, Aug. 14.—In the terrible ex- 
plosion of the huge balloon of Capt. 
Lovelace, an American aeronaut, at the 
Franco-British Exposition grounds to- 
day, the earth was rocked as by un 
earthquake and two persons Were killed 
outright, including Miss BlaNche Hill, 
the Captain's secretary, 18 veers old. 
Her body was burned to a crisp. 

Three were fatally hurt, a score were 
seriously burned in the mass of flames 
that shot from the torn gas bag and 
50 were injured in the panic tha¢ fol- 
lowed the explosion. 

Capt. Lovelace is himself in a danger- 
ous condition, due to his injuries, grief 
and the excitement attending his per- 
sonal supervision of the work of rescue. 

The balloon was being inflated prepar- 
atory to a sail and a great crowd was 
watching the work. When the huge bag 
Was nearly filled a bystander lighted a 
match, in violation of warnings con- 


Enveloped in Wall of Flame. 

Instantly there was.an explosion that 
made the earth tremble. The bag. was 
rent asunder and a wall of flame en- 
veloped scores that were standing close 
to the balloon. 

A terrible panic ensued and many 
were hurt in the scramble for the gates. 
The escaping crowd met an onrush of 
spectators who were attracted by the 
explosion and a wild mixup followed. 

Capt. Lovelace, blackened and stunned, 
tried heroically to calm the crowd and 
directed the work of rescuing those who 
had been rendered unconscious: by the 
explosion. The bodies of the two men 
were taken from the ruins. The captain 
finally collapsed under the strain and is 
now in a serious condition. 


Balloon Shed Burns, 

Immediately following the explosion 
the balloon shed caught fire and was de- 
stroyed. It is feared that when the 
ruins of the shed are searched other 
bodies will be found. 

The disaster is the worst that has yet 
attended the exhibition and an investi- 
gation will be made in an effort to fix 
the responsibility. 

A week ago Capt. Lovelance met wth 
a serious mishap with his balloon. He 
climbed up the rope covering to adjust 
a tangled rope when he fell through a 
rent in the bag and was nearly dead 


The explosion shattered the win- 
dows in many of the Exposition 
buildings. 

Capt. Lovelace, who is a resident of 
New York City, came to London in 
company with Dr. Julian P. Thomas 
of the Aero Club of America. He fs 
devoted to aeronautics, in the pursuit 
of which he has had many thrilling 
adventures, 

In a trip with Dr. Thomas in the 
German balloon Pommern, winner of 
the international race from St. Louis, 
he climbed from the basket up the 
netting around the gas bag and took 
a position at the top of the great 
sphere in order better to direct the 
course. This was on a trip from 
Philadelphia to New York.

A broken trolley wire, wrapped around 
& speeding State street car in East St. 
Louis Friday morning, set both plat- 
forms and the floor of the car afire, 
and caused a panic among the 25 pas- 
sengers, most of whom were woren 
and girls on their way to work.

Passengers in a Panic. 


The broken wire had fallen under 
the wheels, and as the car sped for- 
ward the wire was gathered under 
the wheels and then hurled upward, 
wrapping about the car at the cen- 
ter, 

Flames burst from the platforms 
and from the flooring. For a\ mo- 
ment the passengers sat as if stunned, 
and then one woman rose and rushed 
for the door. 

The others followed in a mad scram- 
ble. The leader, finding the steps 
blazing fiercely, drew back, got a 
flying start, and leaped through the 
flames. She brought up against the 
platform railing, but she scrambled 
over it so quickly that her dress did 
not catch fire. She landed safely on 
the car track, right side up. 

Crowd Extinguishes Blaze. 

The other women passengers escaped 
in the same way. So far as is known, 
none was hurt. 

The sound of the explosion had at- 
tracted a crowd, and with rakes and 
other garden utensils they succeeded in 
unwrapping the trolley wire from 
areund the car. Then they’  extin- 
guished the fire. 

The car was badly damaged and traf- 
fic was blocked for 10 minutes.

Andérew Wilson, 88 years old, crippled 
from rheumatism and enfeebled by age, 
applied to the police at Alton, Friday, 
for assistance, dectaring that he had 
been thrown out of the County Poor- 
house at Edwardsville and had been 
beaten and choked after a quarrel with 
Supervisor Edward Dzendolewski. For 
a week, the old man said, he had been 
sleeping outdoors and begging food by 
day, because he.had no friends to whom 


he could turn for ald. 

‘The Supervisor ordered me out of the 
house at the Poor Farm last Friday,”’ 
Wilson told the police. “I went out in 
the yard and sat down under a tree, 
along with several other inmates. While 
we were sitting there five able-bodied 
men came in from the field te get 
their ‘supper. I remarked it was strange 
that men.who were able to work for 
a living should be given shelter at the 
Poor Farm, though they could find no 
place there for an old man like me. 

He Tells of an Attack, 


“The Supervisor overheard my re- 
marks and attacked me. He threw me 
to* the .ground and choked me. Then 
he threw me bodily off the premises, 
refusing to give me even the few clothes 
I had left in the house. 

“YT slept outdoors that night, and the 
next morning I walked from Edwards- 
ville to Alton, nine miles, in the hot 
sun, without food. I wanted to find a 
Mr. Hermann, who had befriended me 
once. When I told him what had hap- 
pened he referred me to the police. 

“I slept in the Police Station Satur- 
day and Sunday night, begging food in 
the daytime. The police told me their 
rules would not permit me to stay there 
lcnger, so, having nowhere else to go, 
I walked back to the poorfarm at Ed- 
wardsville. 

“They wouldn’t take me back. Some 
men even threatened to shoot me if I in- 
truded. So again I walked the nine 
miles from Edwardsville to Alton. 

Given Food by Sisters. 


“very night since Monday I have 
slept under a bush near the Chicago & 
Aiton tracks. The sisters of St. Joseph's 
Hospital kept me from starving, but 
they could not give me a place to sleep. 

“T haven’t a relative, so far as I 
know, in all the world, and, apparently, 
I haven’t any friends. When I was 
youfiger I made a good living as a 
railroad brakeman, but I didn’t save 
any money, and when old age came 
upon me it found me penniless and help- 
less physically. If the poorhouses can't 
shelter me, I-don’t knew what is to be- 


come of me.” 
The police sent the old man to Su- 


poor in Alton. Mr. Faulstick promised 
to assist Wilson temporarily, and said 
he would try to arrange with the Ed- 
wardsville authorities to take perma- 
nent care of him. 

Supervisor Dzendolewski 
Post-Dispatch reporter: 

“It is true that I slapped Wilson dur- 
ing a quarrel last Friday, but I did that 
after he had attacked me. I simply was 
defending myself. 

Was Unruly, Official Says, 

“For four months this old man has 
made my position at the poor farm as 
unpleasant as it was possible for him 
to do. He has always been unruly, and 
when I could bear with him no longer 
I ordered him off the premises. 

“It is not true that I refused to give 
him his clothes. He had some old rags 
that he called clothing, and recently I 
sold them to a rag man for ® cents, 
which I turned over to Wilson.

Pistol Shot to Give Warning 
of Descent Sets Decora- 
tions Ablaze. 








SURROUNDED BY FLAME 





Daring Man Uses Parachute, 
Drops Ihto Hudson River 
and Is Rescued. 





NEW YORK, Aug. 14.—Crowds in 
Palisade Amusement Park, opposite One 
Hundred and Thirtieth street, were gaz- 
ing at. a balloon which had ascended 
2000 feet above the ground last night, 
when a flash leaped forth from the par- 
achute, where Arthur Berry, 2 years 
old, an aeronaut, sat on a trapeze and 
the crack of a pistol was heard. An 
instant later a fork of flame was seen 
shooting upward. It was seen to lick 
the fiags and other decorations at- 
tached to the balloon, and within a few 
moments Berry was enveloped in flames. 

It had been a nerveé-trying spectacle 
to the crowds from the first, The huge 
bag had not filled properly, but Berry 
did not want to disappoint the specta- 
tors and determined to make the ascent 
in spite of handicaps. Previous to start- 
ing he got from an employe of a Wild 
West Show exhibiting on the ground a 
heavy revolver and arranged to fire it 
in case of danger, as a signal for as- 
sistance in alighting. 

Berry gave tne signg) for release at 
5:3. The balloon rose swiftly above 
the cheering crowds, who admired the 
young aeronaut’s pluck. He was seen 
to be busy almost from the tinle of 
Gdéparture, and his activities clearly in- 
dicated that he was trying to cope 
with a perilous situation. 

‘The hot airbag was seen to “flatten” 
repeatedly, indicating insufficient infia- 
tion. Nevertheless, it drew Berry up- 
ward with tremendous power, and he 
clung bravely to his trapeze, scorning 
to pull the “ripcord” which would bring 
the ug on to earth. 


Balloon in Air Curre 
At a height ‘of 3000 feet the iene of 


the balloon was seen to change sud- 
Genly. It had been caught in a power- 
ful air current, and plunged like a small 
boat in a squall. Berry was little more 
than a speck, but the excited crowds 
could see the trapeze threshéed back- 
wards and forwards, and knew that the 
young aeronaut was in peril of death. 

Berry-knew his danger. The balloon 
was being swept along at the fate of 30 
miles an hour. He fired the pistol to 
signal his descent in the parachute. 
The flame of the.muzzle ignited a flag, 
which was blown across his arm, and 
the buraing cloth communicated the fire 
to’ the other decorations. 

In the time it took Berry to release the 
parachute and pull the cord to deflate 
the balloon, the flames had _ spread 
around him. The downward rush of 
the parachute before 1. filled with ajr 
saved Berry from the heat ef the fire. 
As seen by the excited crowds, however, 
there seemed little chance of escape for 
the aeronaut. They expected every min- 
ute to seo his body emerge from the 
flames and smoke and plunge to earth. 


Aeronnut Falls in River. 


The balloon had been carried many 
blocks northward from the park, but 
the spectacle was in fyll view of the 
crowds. The parachute bearing the 
young aeronaut was further menaced 
by the balloon, which had collapsed and 
Was descending directly over Berry. 

The two objects fell swiftly and soon 
were.out of sight of the spectators. 
Berry fell into the Hudson River, oppo- 
site One Hundred and Sixtieth street. 
He was seen by several men and by 
members of the West End Yacht Club. 
They put off in boats and reached the 
balloon, which was floating. 

Berry was not visible, and it was at 
first Believed that he was drowned. The 
rescuers worked at cross-purposes in 
their eagerness to raise the balloon, and 
much time was lost. Unknown to them, 
Berry was covered by the folds of the 
balloon. He had been immersed several 
times by the pulling and hauling of the 
— but fought courageously for his 

e. 

J. 8. Grant, Dr. Frank Kennedy and 
William Chamberlain, eAch in a launch, 
succeeded in raising the balloon and 
discovered Berry. He was near collapse 
when taken on board. Nearly an hour 
had passed from the time he fell into} 
the river until rescued. He had escaped 

serious injury from the flames.
